REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant arguments that Condra reference does not teach that mutation 88T of 
HIV protease measured individually correlates with drug resistance are deemed 
persuasive. Neither there is teaching in prior art on combination of HIV protease 
mutations 33F and 90M. Consequently, the prior art does not teach detection of 
mutation in HIV protease in combination with mutations in HIV reverse transcriptase as 
claimed (even though Examiner maintains that these mutations are anticipated by prior 
art).
